them: But ſure if Heroiſm, Fortitude, and a 
Soul equal to all the glorious Acts of War 
and * Conqueſt, are Things ſo rare, and ſo 
much admired among Wemen ? In ſhort, we 
may on this Occaſion, without any Hyper- 
bole, uſe the Words of Solomon, and ſay, One 
Man among a thouſand have T found, but 
among Women not. However, tho* Courage 
and warlike Expeditions, are not the Pro- 
vinces by the World allotted to Women fince 
the Days of the Amazons, yet the female 
Sex is far from being deſtitute of Heroiniſm. 
Cleopatra headed a noble Army againſt Mart 
Anthony, the greateſt Warrior of his Times. 
Semiramis was not inferior to her in Courage. 
The Arcadian Shepherdeſſes are as memorable 
for their Contempt of Danger as their darling 
and beloved Swains. But 2mong all our He- 
foines, none comes more immediately un- 
der our Cognizance, nor, perhaps, more me- 
tits our Attention than the remarkable Hau- 
nab Snell, whoſe Hiſtory is highly intereſting; 
both on Account of the Variety of amazing 
Incidents, and the untainted Veracity with 
which it is attended. Some People guided 
by the Suggeſtions of Reaſon, and a ſound Un- 
derſtanding, have fooliſhly imagin'd, that Per- 
fons of low and undiſtinguiſhed Births, hard- 
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ly. ever rais'd themſelves to the Summit of 


| Glory and Renown ;/ but they will find them- 


ſelves widely miſtaken, when they reflect on 


a Kouli-Kan, a Cromwell, and many others I 
could mention. But if this Obſervation had 
the ſmalleſt Foundation either in Nature or 
the Courſe of human Experience, from the 
moſt remote, to the preſent Age, yet its 


Force does by no Means extend to Hannah 
Snell, the Heroine. of the ſubſequent Narra- 
tive: For though her immediate Progenitors 


were but low in the World, when compared 
with Dukes, Earls and Generals, yet ſhe. had 
the Seeds of Heroiſm, Courage and Patrio- 


tiſm-transferr*d to her from her Anceſtors, -as 


will appear from the following Account of her 
— | 


3 Snell, was 8 in Fryer-Street, in - 
the Pariſh of St. Hellen's, in the City of Mor- 


cefter, on the 23d Day of April, 1723. Her 


Parents, tho' not immenſely Rich by the here- 
ditary Giſts of Fortune, yet ſecured a Compe: - 


tency, which not only.placed them above Con- 
tempt, but alſo cnabled themto bring up, and 
educate a numerous Family, none of whom 


have miſcarried for want cither of ſufficient

and virtuous: Examples from their Parents, 
And though Mrs. Hannah Snell did not while 
ſhe was at School learn to write, yet ſhe made 
a tolerable Progreſs in the other Part of Edu- 
cation common to her Sex, and could read ex- e 
ceeding well.

Trovecn the Father of our Heroine, was 
no more than a Heſer and. Dyer, yet he was th 
Son of the illuſtrious Capt. Lieut. Sam. Snell. 
for ſo I may or rather muſt cail him, ſince wit 
Intrepidity he ſtood the Brunt of the Wars in 
the latter End of King William's Reign, ſigna- 
lized himſelf at the taking of Duntirk, and 
ſerved faithfully in the Engl: iſp Army _—y 
_ Anne's Wars, |

Tuts See Lieutenant Snell, the Grand 
father of our Heroine, enter'd as a Volunteer 
in King Villiam's Reign, and was at. the 
taking of Dunkirk, where his Captain Lieute- 
nant was killed by a Shot fired through the 
Wicket by the Governor; upon which he 
fired, and killed the Governor. When the 
General of the Army was informed thereof, 
he called him, and asked him what Prefer- 
ment he deſired; his Anſwer was, that he 
choſe to accept of that Commiſſion, which 
| was 
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was become vacant by the Death of the Cap- 
tain Lieutenant, which he was immediately 
preferr*d to, and took uport him the Com- 
mand as ſuch. After the Surrender of Dun- 
kirk, where he received ſeveral ' dangerous 
Wounds, he returned to England, where he 
had the. proffer of a very handſome Penſion 
in Chelſea College; but coveting freſh Glory, 
and new. Trophies of Conqueſt, he intreated 
his Grace the Duke of Mariborough to let him 
Abroad at the Beginning of Queen Aune s 
ars, which was complied with; and he 
was accordingly preferred to be Captain Lieu- 
tenant in the Regiment of Welch Fuſiliers 3 
and was preſent at the Battle of Blenbeim, 
where he received ſeveral Wounds ; but at the 
End of that Campaign he came over to 
England. 


Arrzx he was perfectly cured of all his 
Wounds, he requeſted of the Duke - of 
Marlberough that he might make another 
Campaign in Flanders, which Requeſt his 
Grace complied with, and at the Battle of 
Malplaquet he received a mortal Wound, 
from whence he was carried to Ghent, where 
he died > This laſt was the twenty-ſecond 
Bloody Battle in which he had been engaged 
and 
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and which he generouſly launched out into ups - 
on the ſublime Motives, Liberty and Property. 
This Gentleman's Character muſt appear the 
more conſpicuous, when we obſerve how he 
advanced himſelf by Merit from a private Cadit 
to the Rank he held at his Death ; and had it 
not been for his over-modeſt and generous 
Sentiments, he might have been preferred 
to a much higher Rank; but the Engliowan 
prevailed above Self- Intereſt. 


Tun Son of this illuſtrious Man of whom we 
have here treated, and Father of our Heroine, - 
was poſſeſſed of many excellent Gifts, particu- 
larly Courage, for which he was diſtinguiſhed ; 
yet never had an Opportunity of diſplaying 
his Bravery in the Field of Battle, his Ge- 
nius leading him another Way, to wit, 
Trade, into which he entered very young, 
and proſpered in the World, married to his 
liking, and in a few Years ſaw himſelf the 
Father of nine promiſing Children, three of 
which were Sons, and ſix Daughters, all of 
whom fave one Daughter, were either Sol- 


2 diers or Sailors, or intermarried with them. 


The eldeſt of the Sons, Samuel Snell, inca- 
pable of Reſtraint, and void l Bean | 
liſted himſelf a Soldier in Lord. Raburt Man- 
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nerds Company in the Firſt Regiment of 


_ Foot-Guards, - commanded by his Royal 
Hlighneſs the Duke of Cumberland; when he 


. was draughted to go for Flanders, where he 
received his mortal Wound at the Battle of 
Fontenoy; and being ſent to the ne at 
: TO he there _—_ 


6 Tao? the: Daughters were, by thoſe who 
knew them, accounted genteel - aimable 
Women, both on Account of their Perſons 


and their Virtue; yet I ſhall paſs over the 
Characters of five of them in Silence, and 


only take Notice of that of Hannah, the 


dung of them but one, who is the Bis 


ine of this Subject. It is a common Thing to 
obſerve a Family diſperſed, when the Heads 


af that Family are either laid in their Graves, 
or by accidental Calamities rendered incapable 
of ſupporting it longer. Accordingly, when 


the Father and Mother of Hannab died, ſhe 


came up to London, and arrived in Town on 
Cbriſtmas-Day, 1740, and reſided for ſome 


Time, with her Siſter in Ship-ſtreet, Wapping. 


TERRE is one Thing ſo very remarkable 
in the Martial Diſpoſition of Hannab Snell, 
even in her juvenile Years, the Account of 


which 
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which being ſo facetious, ſhall recommend if 
to the Peruſal of the Reader. 


Hannab, when ſhe was ſcarce Ten Years of 
Age, had the Seeds of Heroiniſm as it 
were implanted in her Nature, and ſhe uſed 
often to declare to her Companions, that ſhe 
would be a Soldier if ſhe lived ; and as a 
preceding Teſtimony of this Truth, ſhe 
formed a Company of young Soldiers a- 
mong her Play-fellows, and of which ſhe 
was . chief Commander, at the Head of 
whom ſhe often appeared, and was uſed to 
Parade the whole City of Worcefer. This 
Body of young Volunteers were admired all 
over the Town, and they were ſtiled young 
Amazon Snell's Company: And this Martial 
Spirit grew up with her, until it carried her 
through the many Scenes and Viciflitudes 
ſhe encountered for nigh - five Years, as is 
fully and impartially related in this Treatiſe 
of her Adventures. 


Sou Time after ſhe came to London, ſhe 
contracted an Acquaintance with one James 
Summs, a Sailor, who was a Dutchman ;, this 
Acquaintarice was gradually improved into a. 
Familiarity, and this Familiarity ſoon cre- 

O | ated

ated. a mutual, though not a criminal 
ſion; for in a little Time, Summs made his 
Addreſſes to her as a Lover, and gained her 
Conſent, and was married to her at the Fleet, 
on the ſixth Day of January, 1743-4. But 
all his Promiſes of Friendſhip, proved In- 
ſtances of the higheſt Per fidy, and he turn'd 
out the worſt and moſt unnatural of Huſ- 
bands. Since, though ſhe had Charms e- 
nough to captivate the Heart, and ſecure 
the Affection of any reaſonable Man, yet ſhe 
was deſpiſed and contemned by her Husband, 
who not only kept criminal Company with” 
ether Women of the baſeſt Characters, but 
alſo made away. with her Things, in Order 
to ſupport his Luxury, and the daily Ex- 
pences of his Whores. , During this unlucky 
Period of the Husband's Debauchery, ſhe 
poor Woman proved with Child,. and at that 
Time felt all the Shocks of Poverty, without 
expoling her Neceſſities to her neareſt Friends. 
But at laſt, her Pregnancy laid the Founda- 
tion for her paſſing through all the Scenes, 
through which ſhe has wandered ; for when. 
ſhe was ſeven Months gone with Child, her 
perfidious Husband finding himſelf deeply 
involved in Debt, made an Elopement- 
from her. nn theſe her Ca- 

. lamities,

lamities, ſhe patiently bore herſelf up under 
them, and in two Months after her Huſ- 
band's Departure was delivered of a Daugh- 
ter Which lived no more than ſcven Months, 
and was decently interred at her own Ex- 
pence at St. George's Pariſh in Middieſes. 


From the Time of her Huſband's Elope- 
ment till che Time ſhe put on Man's Cloathss 

2 Continued with her Siſter, who is married 
to ong James Gray, a Houle Carpenter, in 
Ship-ftreet, Mapping, and from whence ſhe 
took her Departure unknown to any, and was 
never heard of until her Return ; and with 
whom ſhe now dwells. 


As ſhe was now free from all the Tics ari- 
ſing from Nature and Conſanguinity; ſhe 
thought herſelf privileged to roam in queſt 
of the Man, who, without Reaſon, had in- 
jured her ſo much; for there are no Bounds 

to be ſet either to Love, Jealoufy or Hatred, 
in the female Mind. That ſhe might execute 
her Deſigns with the better Grace, and the 
more Succeſs, ſhe boldly commenced a Man, 
at leaſt in her Dreſs, and no doubt ſhe had a 
Right to do ſo, ſince ſhe had the real Soul of a 
Man in her Breaſt, Diſmay*d at no Accidents, 
$56 6 C 2 and 
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and giving a full Scope to the genuine Bent 


of her Heart, ſhe put on a Suit of her Bro- 
ther- in-Law, Mr. James Gray's Cloaths, aſ- 
ſumed his Name, and ſet out on the 23d 
of November, 1745, and travelled to Coventry, 
with a View of finding her Huſband, where 
ſhe enliſted on the 27th of the ſaid Month 


of November, in General Guiſe's Regiment, 


and in the Company belonging to Captain 


Miller. 
Wurd ſhe left London the had a ſuffi · 


ciency of Money to bear her Expences to 


Coventry, where ſhe arrived about Three in 
the Afternoon, the 4th Day after ſhe left her 
Siſter's Houſe ; and as ſhe walked through 
the Street, the firſt Obſervation ſhe made was 
a Croud of People who ſtood where there 


was a Drum beating up for Soldiers, on 


which ſhe ſtood to look at them, when a 
Corporal, whoſe Name was Samuel! - Biſhop, 
ſeeing her ſtand in the Street came to her, 


(not knowing but ſhe was a Man, being in 


that Apparel) and aſked her if ſhe would not 

o for a Soldier, with all the other deluſiye 
—. uſed on ſuch Occaſions. However 
indifferent this Propoſal was to her, he by 
Force put a Piece of Money into her Hand, 


and inſiſted ſhe ſhould drink with him. This 


aſtoniſhed 


: ' EL 
ö aſtoniſhed her much, and ſhe would have 
returned him his Money, but he inſiſted ſhe 
ſhould go with him to his Captain ; and ac- 
cordingly they went to the Place of their 
Rendezvous, which was the Bear and Ragged 
Staff, where Captain Miller was. When 
2 appeared before him, he examined her of her 
4 Occupation, Fc. but ſhe not willing to diſ- 
4 cover herſelf ſaid but little; whereupon 
he infiſted ſhe ſhould go before a Magi- 
ſtrate ; and the Corporal being called for, he 
ſaid he had given her the King's Picture, 
3 therefore ſhe was liable to ſerve his Majeſty. 
4 She not affrighted at their Threats, told ther, 
ſhe was as ready and as willing as any of 
them to ſerve her King and Country and 
then boldly enliſted with Capt. Miller, and 
took from him one Guinea: and five Shillings 
in Silver, and was the next Day, November 
the 27th, ſworn before a Magiſtrate. / | 
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BEING now a Soldier, ſhe was billeted on 
one Mr. Lucas, in Little Park-ſtreet, Coventry. 
and was attended there by Corporal Biſhop,” 
and ſome other of the Soldiers, where ſhe was 
civilly uſed : After they had drank together, 
and the Reckoning call'd, the New Recruir 
Was to Pay * which ſhe readily complied 

with, 
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i 1 and they all took their Leave for that 


BIN now alone in her Quarters ſhe fat 
down near the Fire, where ſhe. ſpent ſome 
time in reflecting on what had paſted, as alſo 
what might be the Event of this her new 
Enterprize. But a new and unexpected Ac- 
cident happened; her Foot being near the 
Fire, a Coal fell out of the Grate into her 
Shoe, which ſo burned her Foot that ſhe was 
not able to put her Shoe on for many Days, 
which Accident prevented her attending on 
the Drum, (as is uſual for new Recruits) 
whilſt in Coventry. 


SHE ftayed in this City about three Weeks, 


during which Time ſhe made it her chief Care 


to enquire for her Huſband (only as an old 
Acquaintance) but could hear nothing of 
him ; which Diſappointment animated her 
Spirits, and made her reſolve to purſue her 
Fate, let whatever ſhould befal her, and fully 
determined to keep her Sex concealed. And 


as the North was then the Seat of War, and 
the Regiment being at Carliſie, ſhe, in Com- 


- pany with ſeventeen other Recruits from Co- 


.ventry, marched under the Care of Corporal 


Biſhop, and carried with them twe Standards 
and 
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and Colours. During this March ſhe was in 
all Appearance as chearful and as little weary 
as any of her Fellow-travellers, and perform'd 
that long Journey in twenty-two Days. 


O her Arrival at Carliſie ſne was inſtructed 
in the military Exerciſe, which ſhe now per- 
forms with as much Skill and Dexterity as any. 
Serjeant or Corporal in his ' Majeſty's Ser- 
vice. But here, as Fortune is often a Foe' 
to the Diſtreſſed, ſhe met with a very diſ- 
couraging Circumitance ; for her Serjeant, 
whoſe Name was Davis, having a crimi- 
nal Inclination for a young Woman in that 
Town, looked upon this our Female He- 
roine, (a common Soldier in the Company} 
as a, proper Perſon for aſſiſting him in this his 
vicious Intrigue, therefore diſcloſed to her this 
Boſom Secret, and deſired her Endeavours in 
promoting this End; however, this open 
Diſcovery. cauſed a ſudden Emotion in her 
Mind, her virtuous Soul abhorred with a be- 
eoming Deteſtation the criminal Intention; 
yet to prevent the ill Conſequences that ſhe fore- 
ſaw muſt enſue from her Refuſal of complying 
with his Requeſt, ſhe promiſed to uſe her Endea- 
vours in his Behalf ; but inſtead of acting the 
Pimp, ſhe went and diſcloſed the whole Mat- 
. | | ter 
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ter to the young Woman, and warned her 
againſt the impending Danger; which Act 


of Virtue and Generoſity in a Soldier, gained 


her the Eſteem and Confidence of this young 
Woman, who took great delight in her Com- 


pany; and ſeldom a Day paſſed but they were 


together, having cultivated an Intimacy and 
Friendſhip with each other. Davis going 


one Day to make his Addreſſes to his Miſtreſs, 


met with an unexpected Repulſe which unuſual 
Treatment made him ſuſpect our Female Sol- 
dier. Jealouſy that Moment took Poſſeſſion 
of his guilty Breaſt, and he imagined, t hat in- 
ſtead of befriending him in his Amours, ſhe 


had become his Rival, and had gained her 
over to her Inclinations. Theſe Reflections 
troubled him much; Revenge reign'd trium- 
phant in his Breaſt, and how to puniſh her was 
his chief Aim: He took hold of the earlieſt 
Opportunity, and accuſed her before the 


commanding Officer for Neglect of Duty, 


upon which ſhe was ſentenced to receive fix 
hundred Laſhes, five hundred of which ſne 
received, having her Hands tied to the Caſtle 


Gates for a Crime which Nature put it out of 


her Power to perpetrate, and had undergone 
the Puniſhment of the other Hundred, had it 


not been for the Interceſſion of ſome of the Of- 
ficers.

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ficers. Tho? this ſevere Puniſhment was, 
doubtleſs; very unjuſtly inflicted upon her, 
yet that jealous-pated Fellow Davis, ſtill 
looked upon her with an Eye of Anger and 
Reſentment z and uſed his utmoſt Endeavours 
to mortify her, by putting her on ſuch Du- 
ties; as he imagined would be moſt difficult 
and diſagreeable to her: To compenſate, 
however, in ſome Meaſure, for theſe nu- 
merous Teſtimonies of his partial Spleen and 
Ill- nature, her Female Friend looked u pon 
her with an Eye of Tenderneſs and Affection; 
and chearfully embraced every Opportunity 
that offered of being ſerviceable to her, and 
of teſtifying a grateful Senſe of all the Favours 
and Acts of Friendſhip that ſhe had ſhewn 
her. | 


IT was not long, however, after this un- 
happy Adventure, before another Accident 
occurred; that was entirely unforeſeen, and 
gave our Heroine no ſmall Uneaſineſs: A 
treſh Recruit, it ſeems, came into the Regi- 
ment, and who ſhould this happen to be but 
one Geofge Becky a briſk, lively, young Fel- 
low, a Carpenter by Profeſſion, who was 
born in the City of Worceſter, and had tra- 
velled up to London, in hopes of better Em- 
No. 2.
